the Hannibal & Bt. Joseph line, a 
northern Missouri 
railroad between 


Hannibal on tlie Mississippi and St. 
Joseph on the Missouri. This road 
was completed fifty-five years ago 
Februarj 13, 1859, and in the follow- 
ing April a test fast mail run was 
uiufle. The malls, were then carried 
o\erland from St. Joseph to Sacra- 
mento, nnd, it was necessary to es- 
tablish a new record for speed. 
The 


locomoti ve was a crude affair, burn- 
ing wood, the rails were light, and 
the track was not ballasted. Arid 
Clark was the engineer, and his in- 
structions weie to make a record that 
would stand fur fifty yeais. Moie- 
<rver, he came near doing it— in fact 
did do it, so far as that particular 
railway is concerned. The distance 
from Uannlhal to 8t. Joseph is 208 
miles, and the fast mail covered the 
route in a few seconds over four 
hours, or at the rale of fifty miles an 
hour for the run. This included two 
stops for fuel, but these were brief, 
for small armies of men were waiting, 
each «ith an armful of wood. Add 
Clark the engineer, took his life iu 
his hands in making this epochal 
run, and he deserves to rank in his- 
tory as a hero.

Hats In the World.

It would safely shelter 
your fatl.er. mother, bisters und your- 
self under It should u sudden raln- 
torm come upV The men of Korea 
like these enormous huts and would 
not feel pioperly dressed without them 
I'uese hats look like great Hower pots

ney ou n one story house. 
How do 


you suppose these large, round head 
coverings nre kept ou? 
Under the 


brim Is a small, closely fitting cap, held 
on by a padded string which ties uudei 
tbe ears. The material of these bats Is 
bamboo, so finely split that it is like 
thread, and lastly they are varnished 
to keep out the sun and rain and the 
wind. 


You know that the Korean people al 


ivnys wear cotton clothing, so these 
hip huts protect them far more than 
our hats possibly could. In tbe rainy 
season cones of oiled paper are at 
tached to tho big bamboo head cover 
Ings In the shape of funnels, so, 1 sup 
pose, that the niln pours off of them 
Just as water does off a duck's hack 
A Korean keeps his hat ou when w 
should take It off.

Whst We Don't Know About Tempsra- 


ture Would Fill a Big Book. 


The highest honors of the scientific 


world await exploration In the un 
known fields of temperature. Strange 
as it may seem, ive really know verj 
little about temperature. Between the 
temperature of the surface of the sun 
estimated at U.OOO degrees C., and ab 
solute zero, estimated at minus 27 
degrees C.. very little has ever been 
discovered. 
The field of research ha 


been practically restricted to 725 de 
grees or between the temperature o 
liquid air (minus 200 degreesl and th 
flrst visible red of heated iron (plu 
625 degreesl. We know that at a tern 
perature of 1,000 degrees C. twenty 
nine metals become liquid, at 1,089 
degrees gold fuses, tungsten melts at 
8,000 degrees, tbe temperature of the 
electric arc is 3 720 degrees, and here 
begins the great unknown In the world 
of heat. 


The hottest thing on earth is the 


electric fnrn.ice, ^ i l h a temperature of 
nearly 3,7:W degrees. 
In this Intense 


heat even the diamond cm) be melted 
and boiled like water, nut this is bare- 
ly halfway to the temperature of tbe 
surface of the sun. and It is thought 
that research In these higher tempera- 
tures will ultimately result In the 
greatest discoveries of the age. 


What these disioverles may be no 


one can foresee, any more than any- 
one could haie foretold the results of 
the discovery of radium. — New York 
World.
